Athens, May S.—The news of the 


retreat from Pharsalos was at nrst re- 
ceived with consternation, but the pub- 
lic has already accepted the situation 
and now regards the retreat to Do- 
mokos as a strategic movement dictat- 
ed by prudence. 


It is generally felt that General Smo- 


lersaki's defense of Velestino has vindi- 
cated the reputation of the Greek army 
and wiped out the disgrace of Mali 
and Larissa. The national honor is 
•untarnished. 


But while all this is so, the old bel- 


licose enthusiasm of the Athenians has 
vannshed completely. On all sides the 
desire for peace is 
expressed, and 


should the government invoke the in- 
tervention of the powers 
it 
would 


probably be supported by public opin- 
ion. 


The anti-royal feeling is visibly di- 


minishing. The demonstrations due to 
a change of cabinet and to the flight 
from Larissa. which were 
somewhat 


superficial, have not 
been 
repeated. 


The gallantry of the princes-at Phar- 
salos has also had a good effect. 


The main botjy of General Smolen- 


ski's force arrived at 71 a. m. af Al- 
myros. Numerous messages have been 
exchanged between General SmolenskI 
and the government. All the inhabi- 
tants of Domokos have fled to Lamia. 


C.rstki Reach Alinyroj. 


Athens. May 8.—General Smoienski's 


vanguard reached Almyros at 5 a m. 
The main body followed at noon. One 
regiment remained 
at Velestino to 


cover the retreat. The Turks perceiv- 
ing the Greek movement made an at- 
tack in force, but the regiment fought 
until late In the evening and succeeded 
in reaching Aimyros about two hours 
after the main" body. Two squadrons 
of dismounted cavalry and one field 
battery have retreated to Volo, whence 
they will be transported to Aimyros.

For this serpent, 
according to the stories told about it, is 
provided with an illuminating apparatus 
beside which that of other light bearing 
creatures, including wen with lanterns,

lakes, and it is of a size so vagt that on 
an occasion-when one of the species was 
attacked and killed by a Boer hunting 
party its carcass filled two wagons.

(act, the animal's proportions are al- 
most unlimited. The light emitted by 
this monster ii said to be bright and 
dazzling in the* extreme ai'.d easily dis- 
cerned from a distance of several miles. 


Some of the negroes call the snake 


"nmningi," while by oihersit is known 
as the "iyimbela, '• a name also applied 
to a serpent whose dwelling is in the 
sea, and whose powers, though great 
and -marvelous, are not displayed in 
lakes and rivers or fraught with magic 
light. No European traveler has ever 
seen one of these snakes, Irat the Zulus 
declare that they are not uncommon in. 
the pools of tho Umvoti river, and that 
they are white hi color, except for a 
few brown patches. It is thought by 
some that these talcs may haye a. foiin« 
dation in fact, as there ore great brim- 
stone caves iu parts of Natal, and iu 
them there may be a phosphorescent 
fauna not yet simuied or even seen by 
civilized men. Another peculiar inhab- 
itant of tlie same region—still on native 
authority—is the''intokoloch." It is a 
species of dwarf or manikin,-akin in its 
attributes to" the yahoo' of Dean Swift, 
is amphibious like the lamp snake aud 
bears a character not unblemished.— 
New York Times.

jH?riod. Tho yeoyrnipliiwil position 
of Liverjjool is highly favorable t< 
shipping, and ihe docks of Liver 
jx»o3. it is well known, have at large 
cxjieijsc made ihe harbor a jisost de 
sirable one in the facilities which i 
gives to vessels of all dimensions. 
But recently Liverpool has had to 
contend with the serious iudustria 
and mercantile rivalry of the city 
of Manchester, and the business o: 
Manchester has been greatly pro 
moted by the Manchester cauul. 
The German govern men t, in tho 
consmsetioa of the new Baltic ca 
nal, has discriminated in favor of 
.Hamburg, which has increased ita 
shipping business very largely of 
late y ears iic the expense of the other 
north Ueniiau port of Bremen. At 
the close of the Franco-Prussian war 
the toncago of vessels arriving in 
and departing from Hamburg was 
2,000,000 ami of Bremen inthesame 
year 800,000. Since then tho com- 
merce of Bremen has increased 
about-75 cent and that of Hamburg 
300 per cent. 


Not'.vitliiitnnding these great gains 


the city of London still retains its 
remarkable distinction of being the 
greatest port in the world for sea- 
going vessels, New York following 
riot very far behind, but showing 
comparatively little increase. The 
number of ships—-steel, steam or 
sail—which leave the port of New 
York in a year is about 2.0l)0, ncd 
more than two-thirds of the total 
number of such, vessels are register- 
ed under foreign flags. Nev,- York 
has gained of late years in respect 
of tbe amount of business done with 
European ports, but there has been 
no corresponding increase in the 
volume of business done with do- 
mestic ports, and, moreover, the city 
of New York has had to ineet very 
stroag competition from Baltimore 
and New Orleans, a considerable 
portion of the shipments of western* 


having been diverted to these 


ports and away from New York 
The business of tho port of London 
is very largely of local character. 
London being a mart of consump- 
tion and interchange of articles ar- 
riving from other parts of England 


The four cities of London, New 


York, Liverpool and Hamburg stand 
at tbe head, of tho ports of the 
world, but there are others at which 
a very large mercantile business is 
done, some increasing, but a larger 
number failing to keep up with th< 
ratio of growth iu mercantile busi 
ness. Antwerp in Belgium stand;, 
fifth among the commercial ports of 
the world and very near it, with a 
volume of touuage nearly as high 
is Marseilles, in France, the chief 
port of tho Mediterranean. Havre 
in France, does a considerable busi 
ness, chiefly with foreign countries, 
in the shipping line, aud Stettin, in 
Germany, a large business, chiefly 
coastwise. Tbe development of the 
railroad and canal systems of each 
port bys much to do with itsgrowt'i. 
in commercial business, and it is a 
fact usually to bo observed that a 
iity which is tbe terminus of a ca- 
nal retains longer and better its 
shipping trade than a railroad teiv 
minus. At least this is observable 
in the United States.—New York 
Sun.

E. C. Benedict's $l,uoO,<mo 
rountry seat, erected upon the*., 
of Tweed's Americus club house, is 
conspicuous as asi exception. 


There are melancholy recollec- 


tions that may in pare explain this 
superstition. I >n lower Fifth avenue 
the costly mansions erected not 
muny years ago for August Bel- 
mout and Marshall O. Roberts and 
Edwards Pierrepont and James Gor 
don Bennett are deserted and are to 
be delivered over to trade. 


Tho elder Bennett had a beautiful 


country place at the farther north 
ern point of Manhattan Island, but 
had not many years' enjoyment on 
it, nor did Charles O'Conor, who 
was his neighbor in this then coun- 
try retreat, find that he had bought 
much else there than ill health, 
ivhich drove him to Nantucket is- 
land to pass his declining years. 


C. P. Huntingtoii is said to have 


a superstition that ill fortune will 
attend him if he occupies the gran- 
ite mansion he built upon Fifth ave- 
nue, nearly opposite the Vanilerbilt 
house. 


Yet it may be that he is merely 


calling to mind the experience of 
some of his friends, diaries J. Os- 
boru, the broker, built a costly home 
just out of the city, only to die in it, 
and the neighboring mansion of the 
millionaire Flagler was closed in 
mourning soon after ho occupied it 


J. B. Bostwick's charming place 


at Mamaroneck was his to enjov not 
very long. Aspimvall met with mis- 
fortune soon after ho built his fa- 
mous place at Tarry town, and not 
long after William Rockefeller en- 
larged and improved it his son was 
brought almost to death's door. 


Elliott F. Sheparddied even before 


the great mansion he was building 
at Tarrytown was completed, aud 
A. T. Stewart was barely settled in 
the raarblo palace which he built on 
Fifth avenue when death called him. 


William H. Vanderbilt's first 


stroke of paralysis came soon after 
his new home on Fifth avenue was 
completed, and there, a lew years 
later, came with the swiftness of 
tho lightning's stroke the fatal at- 
tack. The marble house in which 
William K. Vanderbilt expected to 
maintain conspicuous nodal festivi- 
ty became of such gloomy associa- 
.ion by reason of domestic troubles 
:hat he abandoned it, while Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt had been in all only 
i few omntbs in his new mansion 
when his active powers were shat- 
tered, and so tlu> list could be ex- 
tended. 


There is no need to do that to 


shew that Mr. Euurmgtou's fear 
may be due to a pardonable super- 
stition, o§ that there are other rea- 
sons than a reluctance to spend 
money that explain why it ia that 
the building of costly private man- 
sions is tbe only investment in re;il 
estate from which the greater capi- 
talists seem to shrink.—-New York 
Letter in Philadelphia Press.

tralian ballot law—a law framed 
and adopted to preserve the integrity 
and purity of the ballot. Mr. Hotter 
insisted that the board had acted 
properly in refusing to- count these 
illegal ballots. 


The judges of election in the Fifth 


ward recognized tbe fact that to ad- 
mit tickets marked contrary to law 
would open up an avenue for the 
grossest frauds and thus defeat the 
intention of the law, and tbey or- 
dered the ballots rejected. To take 
any of the rejected ballots and at- 
tempt to guess at the intent of the 
voter would be the merest conjecture, 
even had It been possible to mark a 
ticket legally and still leave doubt as 
to the Intention of the voter. In 
each of the disputed ballots which 
had been rejected by the election 
board, Mr. Mot ter showed clearly 
that as it was marked it was an il- 
legal ballot under the\ constitution 
and the Australian ballot law and 
that to attempt to override tbe law 
and to impeach the judgment of the 
bipartisan election board would be 
to condemn the Australian election 
law a failure.
